Please  accept  my  sincere  and  heart- 
felt thanks  for  your  letter  of  con- 
gratulation of  the  20th. 

On  this  my  natal  day  I have  resolv- 
ed that  during  the  coming  year  I 
shall  endeavor  to  spend  more  time 
with  the  students  of  Our  Church 
Schools  than  I have  ever  done  before 
in  any  year  of  my  life.

Freshman  Team  Will  Be 
Promoted  Because  of  Good 
Record.

“When  representatives  from  the 
Rocky  .Mountain  Conference  assem- 
ble to  schedule  the  football  games 
for  next  year,  the  B,  Y.  U.' represen- 
tative will  be  on  the  front  row,”  thus 
saith  the  Coach. 

Varsity  football  will  take  the  lead 
in  all  athletic  sports  at  the  “Y”  next 
fall.  The  freshman  team  has  done  so 
well  the  first  year  that  they  will  have 
graduated  to  the  more  advanced  class 
by  next. 

“W  e cannot  expect  t o 
have  a championship  team  the  first 
year  but  the  sooner  we  get  into  col- 
lege football,  the  sooner  we’ll  have 
that  winning  team.”  The  coach  goes 
on  to  say  that  although  the  opportun- 
ity to  enter  .college  football  was  of- 
fered us,  it  was  deemed  unwise  to  do 
so  because  of  the  inexperience  of  the 
players  and  the  new  management  of 
athletics.  These  ^difficulties  will  be 
partially  overcome  next  year  and 
there  will  be  no  delay  in  beginning 
the  regular  training. 

After  this  year’s  campaign,  the  team 
is  a great  deal  more  confident  of  its 
own  power  and  feels  that  it  can  put 
up  a good  “scrap”  with  a “regular” 
college  team.

Thirteen  Deaths  Due 
To  Football  in  1^21 

s — , 

I'ootball  claimed  thirteen  victims 
during  the  1921  season,  which  closed 
with  Thanksgiving  day  games,  accord- 
ing to  reports  to  the  Associated  Press 

The  Ileath  list  was  equal  to  that  of 
1920  and  six  above  the  toll  of  1919. 
Ten  lives  were  lost  as  the  result  of 
games  in  1918,  twelve  in  1917,  eighteen 
in  1916  and  fifteen  in  1915. 

As  in  former  years  the  majority  of. 
youths  killed  were  members  of  high 
school  teams.  The  figures  apparently 
uphold  the  contention  of  football  ex- 
perts that  proper  training  and  phys- 
ical condition  greatly  minimize  the 
danger  of  the  game,  for  only  one  of 
the  players  killed  was  a member  of  a 
college  eleven.  One  was  a semi-prof- 
essional player,  one  a member  of  a 
naval  team  and  the  remainder  were 
high  school  or  “sand  lot”  players.

Dr.  Martin’s  Thesis 

Is  Published 

The  thesis  of  Dr.-  T.  L.  Martin, 
Professor  of  agronomy  at  the  Brig- 
ham Young,  University,  which  he 
submitted  in  partial  fulfillment  of  the 
requirements  for  the  degree  of  doctor 
of  philosophy  at  Cornell  University, 
has  just  been  issued  as  Bulletin  406 
of  the  Cornell  Experiment  Station. 
The  title  of. the  thesis  is  “D.iscompo- 
sition  of  Green  Manures  at  Different 
Stages  of  Growth.” 

The  experiments  in  the  publication 
represent  three  years  of  work  to 
prove  that  the  greatest  benefit  to  the 
soil  from  green  manures  is  derived 
when  . the  manurial  crop  is  plowed 
under  when  half  grown. 

This  is  probably  the  only  scientific 
data  available  in  either  Europe  or  the 
United  States  bearing  directly  on  this 
subject.

WAKEFIELD  WInT 


ANNUAL  CROSS- 
COUNTRY RACE 


Makes  4^/2  Miles  In  Minute 
Less  Time  Than  Winner  of 
Last  Year. 


With  seeming  ease  Homer  Wake- 
field finished  first  in  the  Turkey  race, 
making  the  four  and  a quarted  mile 
course  in  24  minutes,  7 seconds.  Next 
to  Wakefield  and  only  50  yards  in  his 
rear,  came  Theron  Hall,  who,  it  is 
thought,  would  have  given  Homer  a 
closer  race  had  he  not  sickened  in 
the  last  minute  or  two  of  the  race. 
Other  men  who  won  a place  on  the 
prize  list  finished  in  the  following 
order.  W.  A.  Jones,  (Frosh),  Hal 
Bentley  (Soph),  Harold  Knudsen 
(Soph),  Nephi  Christensen ( Frosh), 
Ray  Hawkins. 

Some  thirty-five  men  entered  the 
race,  which  started  at  12:05  noon,  and 
29  finished  within  the  thirty  minutes 
time  limit. 

Three  fourths  of  the  entrants  were 
freshmen  and  true  to  tradition  they 
won  the  turkey  by  a large  margin  of 
points,  scoring  over  twice  as  much  as 
the  Sophomores,  their  nearest  rivals. 

One  noticable  feature  of  the  race 
was  the  failure  of  several  “likelies” 
to  stand  the  grind. 

The  day  was  beautiful,  being  quite 
cool,  but  the  sun  shining.  However, 
the  unpaved  course -was  very  slushy 
and  slippery  due  to  an  all-night  driz- 
zling rain,  which  made  the  running 
more  difficult. 

Many  had  expected  Wakefield  to 
lower  or  at  least  reach  Hales  record 
of  23  minutes  34  .seconds  and  were 
somewhat  disappointed  in  the  time. 
However,  he  covered  the  distance  in 
better  time  than  he  has  ever  run  it 
before  cutting  his  last  years’  time 
down  by  at  least  ten  seconds.  Con- 
sidering the  condition  of  the  course 
and  the  lack  of  being  hard  pushed 
by  rivals,  Wakefield  ran  a good  race.
